LIFE OF HENRY K- WHITE. 



IT feil to my lot to pubÜBfa, with Üie sssistaiiGe ofmy 
friend Mr. Cottle, tfae first collected editum of the works 
of Chatterton, inwbose history I feit ainore tban ordinary 
interest, as l^wg a natire of tjbe sanie city» familiär 
from my childhood with those great objectB of art and na- 
tore by whidtat he bad^been sodeeply impressed, and devo- 
ted from my childhood with the saroe ardour to the «une 
pnrsuits. It is now my fi>r(ime to lay before the world 
Bome account of one whose early death is not less to be 
lamented as a losa to Engiish literature, and whose virtues 
were as admirable as his genios. In the present instance 
tbere is nothing' to be lecorded bat what is bonourable 
tnbimself, and tothe agein which he Ured; little to be 
regretted, but that one so ripe for faeaven should so soon 
have been reraored from the woild. 

Henry Kirke White, the secondsonefJohn and Mary 
White, wasbom in Nuttingham, MarchSIst, 1785. His 
father is a batctier; bis motber, whose maiden name 
was KeWlie, is of a respectable Sta^rdsbire family. 

From the y6ars> of tiiree tili five, Henry leamt to read 
at the school of Mrs. Grarrington ; whose oame, unim- 
portant as it may appear, is mentioned, because she had 
the good sense to pereeire his extraohünary capacity. 
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and spoke of wfaat tt proqpiised vitb coofidcsee. She 
was an excdlknt woraan, and fae descrtbes her i^th 
affectionin faispoemilpoD Childhood. At avery earl^ 
a^e his lore of readiog was decidedly manifested ; it v^as 
a passion to wbkh erery thiog«lse g^re way. *' 1 could 
fancj," says his eldest sister, *' 1 see him in his llttli^ 
cbair, wilh a htt^ book upon his kntBe, and my mother 
caIHngv ' Henry, my lore, come to dinner,' which waa 
repeated so often wähout beiog^ regarded. that sbe was 
obliged to change the tone of b^r irotce before she cooi4 
rouhehim." Wbenbe wasaboutseveo, hewouldcreep 
unpercaired into the kitehen, toteaeb tbe seirrant.lo 
read and write ; and be continued tbis for umoßäaß^ be? 
jfore it was disoorered tbat he bad been thns laodabl^ 
•mployed. He wrete a tale of a Swiss emigrant, wÜIqIi 
was probaUir bis .firtt eompositiony and gare it tfi tb«i 
aenranl, being asiumad tasbow it to bis motbar. Th« 
iNKisciBBtnesa of gemtw is always at firet acoompanied 
Iritb this dfffideoce ; it is a taorad solitary feeling. No 
forwafd cbild, bowever. extiaoidinaiy tbe promise of bis 
«büdbjodt «Tet pxodaised any tbing trojv great 

Wben Henry was about six, be was fdaced ander tbe 
ReT. John Blancbard, wbo kept, at tbat times tbe best 
aobool in Nottingham. Here ho laamt writing» aritb-, 
metic^ and Frencb« Wben he was about ele?en, be one 
day wrote a separate thema ior every boy in his clasa^ 
which consisted of abou| tWelve or fourteen. The master 
Said he bad.oe?er known tbem write so well upon any 
subject before, and could not refrain froni expressing 
bis astonisbment at the excelimice ofHenry's. Itwas 
coosidered as a great tbing for bim to beat sogooda 
school, yet there were bome circumstances which ren- 
dered it lees advantageous to him than it migbt have 
been. Mrs« White bad not yet orercome her busband's 
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intentiODfDf breeding him äp tohis owii business^ and by 
an arratigement wht<^ took up t«o tnuoh of bis time, 
aod would baye crusbed bis sfMrit, if tb^t *' mountiog 
spirit" could bare been crosbed, ooe wbole day in tbe 
week, and bis leisure boors on tbe otbers, were em- 
l^yed in carryiog tbe butcber's basket. JSome ^differ- 
emced at ienglb arose betnreen bis fatber and Mr. Elan- 
chatrd, in consequence of wlücb Henry was remored. 

One of the ushers, when be came to receive th6 money 
due for tui^on, took the opportunity of infonning Mrs. 
White wbat an incorrigible son sbe had, and that it was 
imposBible to make tbe lad do aoy tbing. Tbis iofor- 
matioo made hie ' friends very uoeasy ; they were dis- 
pirited abpnt him ; and bad they relied wholly upon tbis 
report, tbe stupidity or maliee of this man wonld have 
blasted Henry's progress for erer. He was, boweyer, 
placed nnder the care of a Mr. Shipley, who soon dis- 
oorered thM he was a boy of quick perception, and yery 
admirable taleats; and came with joy, like a good man, 
to relieve ttre anxiety and paioful suspicions of bis family • 

While bis 9chool>masters were complaining tbat they 
conld make notbing of him» he discoyered wbat Natnre 
had made bim, and wrote satires npon tbem. These 
pteces were never sbown to any, except bis most par- 
tlcttlar friends, ' who säy tbat tb^y were poi^t«d and 
severe. They are enumerated in the table of Contents 
to one of bis nfänuscript yolümes, u^d^r the title of 
School-Lampoons ; bnt, as was to be expected, be bad 
cut the leaves out and destroyed tbem. 

One of bis poems written at this time, aod under 
thcse feelinga, is preserved.

About this üme bis mdthet^was induced, by the ad« 
vice of soFeral frieods to often a Ladies' Boarding and 
Day School io JVotting^ham, her eJdest daugbter haviog 
preFiously beett a teaoher ia one fbr soine time. In 
this she succeeded beybnd her most sangfaine expecta- 
tions, aod Henry's hodte comforts were tbas materially 
iacreased, tbpa(pb it was still out oif the power of his 
f»mily to gire him tbat edacation, aod direction io life, 
which bis taleots deterved andirequired. 

It was now determioed to breed bim up to the bo- 
siery trade, tbe staple roanafactoreofbis natire place, 
and at the age of fourteen he was placed io a ttocking- 
k)om, with tbe Wew» at some fatare period» of getting- 
a Situation in a bosier'a wareboose. VÜxiog tbe time that 
he was thus employed, he mjght be said to be tnily un- 
happy ; he weiit to his ipork with erident reluctancoy 
and oonld not reftain firom soroetiniea hinting his ex- 
treme ayecrioAloit: hat the cjicntpffianfie» oi ins 
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obliged Ihem to tiü^a a deaf «ar;*^' Hh nüitiber, hair^Tef, 
&ecretly feit that he wa» wortfay of better things: to 
iier he spoke mbre openly : he dooU not b^»^ he said,

THEB do I own, the prompter of nQr joy«^ 
The floother of my cares, insplring peace ;

Tiie moming- of my Ufe in adding figuiet

Howcantrary pursuits had tlurown us wide, 
One from the other, scatter'd o^er the globe ; 
They were set down with sober steadines^ 
Kach to his occupation- I alone, ' . 

A way ward youth, misled by Fancy's vagaries, 
Renioin'd unsettied, insecure, and reiering 
With every wind to evVy point o» th' compass. 
Yes, in tli^e Coönüng House I could indiilge 
In fits of closenhstraction } yea, amid 
The busy bustling erowds could meditate, 
And send my thoughts ten thousand leagues away 
Beyoad tl^e AUaaUc, restbfg on my; Ölend* 
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the tfaomiit of speadi^g^ serto yeara of liia life in ahininc 
and fokiias itp stockii^ : he mmted semething to (xcupy 
hu Arawi, äod he sboold be wretcbed if he cootioDed 
Jooger at tbis trade, or indeed in any thin^ ezcept one 
of the learned profescioiis, These firequent complaints, 
aller ayear's applicatioo, or ratber misapplication, (aa 
bis brotber says) at tbe loom, conrioced her tbat he bad 
a ddnd destioed Ibr nobter porBuitB. To o«8 so sitiiated. 
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Zwoe'd tlqrlieftten^inAiepeei IwouUwaUi 
AireMyirajwheo aUmytoilsweredone^ 
To lay inyielf at night in som« hme trood,

depend upon, the Law 8^tned to be tbeonly practica- 
ble line. His aÜfectiooate and excelleDt raoÜM^ made 
every posslble efibrt to effect bis wishes, bis £ither beiog 
very arerse to the plan, and at lengtb, after orercoming' 
a variety of obslacles, he was fixed in the office of 
Messrs. Coldbam and Ehfield, attornies and town-deilis 
of Nottingham. As 'no preminm conld be given with 
him, be was engaged to serve two years before be was 
articled, so tbat iboug^b be entered this office wheo be 
was fifteen, he was not articled tili Ibe eomraencenie&t 
of the ycar 1802. 

On bis thus .entering the law, it was recommended to 
bim bj bis employers, tbat be sboald endeavour to ob* 
tain some knowledge of Latin. Re bad now only tbe 
üttle time wbjch an attorney's office, in rery extensive 
practice, affi>rdedj but great things may be done in " tboee 
boursofleisure whicb even the busiest may create,'*'*' 
• and to his ardent miod no obstacles were too disconrage- 
ing. He receired some Instruction in tbe first rudiments 
of tbis langnage, frpm a person wbo tben resided at Not- 
tingham uoder a feigned name, bat was soon obliged to 
leare it, to elnde the searcb of goiremment, wbo were 
thenseeking to secure bim/ Henry diseovered bim to 
be Mr. Cörn^ck, from a print affixed to a continuation 
of Hume aud SpioUet, and publisbed, with their bistories, 
by Cooke. He is, I believe, the same person wbo 
wrote a life of Barke. If he received any otber as- 
fiistance it was very trifling ; yet, in tbe coarse of tcn 
montbs, he enabled himself to read Horace With tolera- 
ble facüity, and bad made some progress in Greek, wbicb 
indeed be began ünt He used to exercise himself in

dedming the Greek noons and yerbs as he was going 
to and from the office, so raluable was time become to 
him^ From this time he contracted a habit of employiog 
his miDd io study during bis walks, which he continued 
to the eod of his life. 

He now became almost estranged from bid ftimily; 

«Fen at bis meals he would be reading, aodliis erenings 

were entir^y devoted to mtellectual improvement. He 

had a>Mttle röom giren him, which was calied bis study, 

«nd h^e his milk supper was taken up to him ; for, to 

aTÖidany losaof time, he refused tosup witb his faroily, 

tbough earoe9Üy iptreated so to do, as his mbther already 

b^gan todread tbe effects of this serere and unremitting 

applicatioo. The law was his first pursuit, to which his 

papersshow be had applied himself witb such industry 

as to make it wonderful tbat be could bare fouad time, 

busied as bis days were, Ibrany tbiag eise. Greek and 

liatio were the next bbjects: attbe same tiole be made 

himself a tolerable Italian schoIar, and acquired some 

knowledge both ofthe Spanish and Portuguese. Hisme- 

diealfriends say tbat the knowledge he had obtaiaed of 

•rchemistry wa3 reiy respectable. Astronomy and elec> 

. tricity ^ were among his studies : some attention he paid 

- to drawing, in which it is probable he would have ex- 

. celled. He was passionately fond of music, and Could 

play rery pleasiiigly by ear on the piaoo-forte, composing 

the bass to the air he wasplaying ; but this propensity he 

checked, lest it oHght interfere witb more important ob- 

jects. He had a tum for mechanics, and all the fittings 

u|^ of bis study were the work of bis own hands. 

At a veiy early ^etge, indeed soon after be was taken 
from scbooly Heury was ambitious of beiog ädmitted a 
meraberof a Literary Society theo exfeting in INotting- 
ham, buk mmolgßeM, to cn accoacit of his routh : aficr 
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repesited attempts, uid repMtad &il«rei, ii0 
hra wish, throu^h the exertioiu of aooie of his frieoda» in 
was elected. Ina rery diort tuM, to tfae great aiu^iq 
of the Societj, he propoaed to gire Üben a Lectiur«« ai 
tbey» probably from cttriosity, acceiM (q Che propoqp^ 
The Dext erening (hey aisembled: be lectuiae^ «IV 
Genius, and spoke exteonpore Ibraboretwo hoorat i 
ittch a manoer, (hat he reoeired the «naiiiiDOQs thacM 
of the Society, and they elected thii yovqf Rosciiis. 4 
•ratory their Profeuor of literatani» Tbere gre jcmrVti 
coartfl at Nottinffbam, in which it it necosaaiy for an »I 
tohiey to i^ead ; and he wighed to qualify himieir. for al 
eioqiteat ipeaker, as well as aiound lawy^« 

With the -profetsion in which be waa placod» be wai 
wellpleaied, and sufiered oo panuit, munerous as bis 
paranits were, to interfere in the tligbtestdeinE^e with iU 
duties. Yet he fioon began to hare higher a^plratioi^i 
ahd to catt a wistful eye toward the HiuFersities with little 
hepe of ever attaioing tbeir iinportaDt adraota^es,. yßt 
probabij'not witbout seine hope, howoFerfaiiu« There 
was at this time a magazine in pablicatiqqi, ealled tbf 
Monthly Preceptor, whu:h proposed piise theines Ar 
boys and girls to write üpon « and which was encour- 
aged by many schooKmasters, «ome of whoqi, ibr their 
own credit, and that of tfae important institutions; ia,. 
which they were placed, shoald h^Tf knovq better theo 
to encourage it. . Bot in scbools, and io aU practical 
Systems of education, emulatien is made the maio spring» 
as if there were not enougb of Che learea of disqnietivlB 
in our natnres, withoQt inoculatiog it with this dilote- 
ment — this Vaccine vinu of ewy. True it is that we oeed 
encouragement in yooth ; that thoogfa our Tioea ipriqg 
up and thrive in sfaade and darknest, like poisonqns foogif 
our better powers xeqoin light and air; aad that prmi< 
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^hßtmi-shine, witbout whicb genias will whither, fade, 
ftod die ; or rather in ^earch of whicb, like a plant Üiat ii 
debarred from it, will pusb forth in contortaons and de- 
fyrnüty. Butsvcb practices as tbat of writitig for public 
prizea, of pnblicly declaiming^, and of enacting plays be- 
foretbeneigbbouringgeDtry, teachboysto look for ap- 
plaitte instead of being satisfied with approbation, and 
Ibstör' in tiiem tbat ranity whicb needs no such cherisbing. 
^This it admtnistering stimulants to the heart, instead of 
^^ feeding it with food convenient for it ;" and the efiect 
of ^ucb stinralants is to d warf the human mind,.a6 lap-dogs 
ore Said to be stopt in their growth, by being dosed with 
f^n. Thnafarced^ it becomes like the sapling whicb 
fibootstip wben it sböuld be striking its roots &rand 
deep, and wbich theirefore never attains to more tban a 
«apUag*s size. 

To Henry , boweirer, pxe opportunity of distinguishing 
hiinself, eren in the JuTeoile Lfbrary, was useful ; if he 
had acted witb a man'e foresight, he could not bare done 
more wisely^' tbalk by aimiog at every distinction within 
b&Kttle spfaere. Atlbeageoffifleen, be gained a silrer 
medal for a traaslation from Horace ; and the foilowing 
year a pair of twelve inch globea« for aD imagtnary Tour 
Irom London to Edinburgh. He deterrained apon trying 
for tili» prize oneevening wben at tea with hiafamily, 
aod at sn'pper be read tb them bis Performance, to whicb 
serftipagesweregranted in themagazioe, thongb they 
had limited the allowance of room to three. Shprtly 
afterwards be Irön seyeral books for exercises on difierent 
subjects. Sncb bonours were of great importance to bim ; 
they were testimonies of bis ability, wbich could not be 
suspected of partiality, and they prepared bis father to 
regard witb less reluctaoce tbat cbange in bis iriews and 
wisbes wbich afterwards took place.

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He now became a Korrespondent in the Mohthly Mir- 

ror : a magazine wbich first set the example of typograph- 

ioal neatness in pcriodical'publications, which has girea 

the World a g^od series of portraits, and whicb desctre« 

praise also on other accounts,baving among its oontriba- 

tors, some persons of extensive erudition, and acknowl- 

cdged talents. Mag^azines are of great seirice to Üime 

who art learning to write ; tbey are fishing boata, which 

the ßuccanieraof Literatare do not condescend to 8ink> 

bum, and destroy: young poets may safely try thcit 

strength in them ; and that they should try their strcngth 

before the public, without danger of any shame from 

failure, is highly desireable. Ilenry's rapid improTe^ 

inent was now as remarkable ^ bis nnwearied Jndustry. 

The plecei which had been rewarded in the Jurenite 

Preceptor, might bare been riralled by many bbya ; bot 

what he produced a year afterwarde, few men conld eqnal. 

Tbose Which appeared iii the Monthly Mirror attracted 

some notice, and introducedhimto the acquaintaBCC of 

Mr Capel Lofft, and of Mr. Hill, the proprietor of tbe 

work, a genüeman who is himself a Ipircr of Englieh hter- 

ature, and who has probably the most copious coUectioB 

of English poetry in cxistencc. Their encouragement 

indwed him, about the close of the year 1802, to prepare 

a little volume of poems for thepress. It was bis h&pm 

that this publication might either, by the succegs of üi 

Säle, or the notice which it might excite. enable him to 

prosecute his studies at College, and fit himself for tbe 

Chiirch. For though so far was he from feeling any dislike 

to bis own profession, that he was even attached to it, and 

had indulged a hopo that one day or other be sbouM rnake 

bis way to the Bar, a deafness to which he had alwaya 

been subject, aod «vhich appeared to grow progressirely 

»vorse, threatened to preclude all posäibility of advaac«. 
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RiRit ; andhis opinions, which had at one time inclined 
todeisHi, had now taken a slrong devotional blas. 

Henry was earnestly advised to obtain, if poesible, 
some patroness for bis book, whose raok io life, aod oo- 
tmeij iD the literäry world, might afford ii some protec- 
tiea. The days of dedications are happily well nigh at 
aa ODd; but.this was of importance to him, as givibg bis 
little Tolume consequeace in the eyes of his friends aod 
towasmeii. The Countess of Detby was first applied to, 
and the manoscript submitted to her perusal. Sbe retarn- 
ed it witb a refasal, upoo the ground that it was an 
ioTariable rule with her Derer to aocept a compliment of 
4lie kind; but this refusalwas couebed in languageas 
JkiBd as it was complimentary, and he feit inore pleasbre 
atthekindoess which it expres9ed,than disappointment at 
tbe failure of bis application : a ^L note was eoclosed as 
ber siibseriptioa to tbe work. The Märgrarine of Ans- 
|i9eh was also ttiought of. There is among his papers the 
drseogfat of a letteir addressed toher upon the subject, but I 
beliebe it Was never sent. He was then recommeoded to 
vpffy to the Duchess of Devonshire. Poor Henry feit a 
'M repugnance at courtiog patronage in this way, but he 
jieit that it. was of con8e<:iaeD(Be in hislittle wbrid, and snb- 
jB^ied ; an^ the manuscript was left with aletter, at De* 
wqoeAaxe House, as it h»A been with the Countess of 
Derber. Soroe tirae elapsed, and no answer arrired fron» 
^r Grace; and as she wa3 knownto be pestered with 
auch applications, apprehensions began to be ent^srtained 
ibrithe safety of the papers. His brother NeviDe (who was 
now settled in London] called sereral tiroes ; ofcourse be 
De?er obta^ned an interview : the case at la^tbecame des- 
perate, and he went witli a determination not to quit tbe 
:lioose tili he had obtained tbcm. After w^itiog four hours 
ia4be ienrantt' hail> his persev^rance conquered tbek 
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idle uMAeooey and besot posee^ioo of tiie mamnonp^' 
Atid here be, as well b» his bsotber, sick of *^ daoeiiip ftt* 
tendance" opon tbe great, would bare retinqniibad all 
tboogbts of tbe dedicataon ; bot tbey wen urged t» mgjK» 
ooe more trial :— ^ ietter to ber Grace was pmcnred, wida 
wbicb NeTille obtaioed andieoce wisely leanog* tbe man-»' 
uscript at bome; and (be DuobeM witb berusaal g9aA 
nature, g^aye pennusion tbat tbe Toliiiiie ihottld be dedi» 
cated to ber« Accordingiy ber name appeaxed in tbe titi» 
page» aod a copy was traiuoiitted to ber in du« forai, anib 
in itB dae morocco liireiy, of wbicb no notiee was evei» 
taken. Inyolred as sbe was io an endless renod of mia«

äehry was not aware tbat reviewers are infallible. His 
letter seeibs to bave been answered by* a differeat wri- 
ter : tbe answer has none of tbe comnion-place and vulgär 
insoleoce of tbe criticism ; but to bare made any con- 
cessioD, would have been admittiog that a revtew can do 
wrong-, and tbus fiolatiog the fundamental principie of 
its Constitution. 

Tbe poems which bad been tbus condemned appeared 
to me to discover strong^ marks of g^enius. 1 had sbewn 
tbem to two of my frieuds, than whom no persons living 
better understand what poetry is, nor have ^iven better 
proofs Off it ; and their opinton coincided with my own. 1 
waft fuUy convinced of the injustice of thi» oritfcism/ and 
having accidei^taHy seen the letter which he had wnttea 
to the reviewers,, un^erstood the wbolecruelty of their ia^ 
justice. In conequence of this 1 wrote to fJenry to en« 
conrag^e hiip : told hitn, that though 1 was well aware hov 
imprudent it was in youngf poets to publish their prodno« 
tioBS, bis circumstances seemed to reoder that expedient, 
Ihom which it would otberwise be right to dissnade bim ; 
cdvised him therefore, if he had no heiter prospects, to 
print k larger voIüme by subscriptioD, and offered to dö 
wfaait little was in my power to serve him in the business»

and obtaining for bim that fame irbich assuredly will be 
his portion. Had it not beea fdr-tbe iudignatioii wbich I 
feit at perasiog* a criticfsiii attNice so cruel and so stupid, 
the little intercoune betweea Henry and my^elf would 
Dot bare tafatoii place ; bis papen wonld pnibably h»w9 
remaiaed in oblivioa, and bis name, in a few jeon» have 
been forgotten. 

I have stated tbat bisopinioos were at one tarne, inclin* 
ing tofrards deitm : it needs not be said ob wbat Bliebt 
grounds the opinionB*of a yoath miwt needs be fonnded :

Äbout tbis time Kfr. Pii^ott, tbe cnrate of St. Mary% 
Nottinjg^bam, bearing whaX was tbe bent of bis religioiis 
opinions, sent bim, by a friend, Scott's Force oftnitb, 
and requested bim to peruse it attentirely, wbicb he 
promised (o do. Having looked at tbe beok, betold tbe 
person who brought it to bim, tbat he conM soon write 
an answer tb it ; but about a fortnigfat afterwar^s, vrben 
tbts friend inqniced bow iar he h^ proeeeded ni bis an- 
swer to Mr. Scott, Henry's reply was in a Tery different 
tone and tenjper. He Said, that.to answer tbat bpok was 
oat of bis power, and ont of any roan's, for it was fonnded 
npon etemal tnitb ; tbat it had convinced bim of bis error ; 
and tbat so tboroughly was he impreteed with a sense of 
the importance of bis Maker's favovr, tbat he would wil- 
lingly give ap all acqaiaitions of knowledge, and all hopes 
of fame, and live in a wilderness, unknown, tili death, so 
he conld insure an inheritance in hea^en.

employers, Mr. Coldbam and Mr. £iifield, listeiied wüh 
3 friendly ear to bis plaas, and a^reed to give up the re« 
mainder of bis time, tboogb it was now become rery val« 
uable to them, as soon as tbey^thoutd tbink bis prospects 
üf gettingr through the Unirersity were such as be migbt 
reasooabiy trnstto; bot tili then, th^ feit themseWes 
bound, for bis own sake, to detaki bim. Mr. Pigott, aod 
Mr. Dasbwood, aootberdergyinao, wbo at tbat time re-» 
sided in Nottiagham/ exerted themselres io bis favonr : 
he had a friend at Qae^n*^ Colleg^e, Cambridge, wbo men- 
tiooed bim to one of tb& Fellowi of St Jobn's, and tbat 
g>eQtleman oil the representatioos made tohim of Henry's 
talents and piety, spared no efibrt to obtain for bim an 
adeqoate support 

As soon as theso hopes were laid o«t te him, his eoi'« 
ploycrs gave bim a ttootb's leaVe of abseiiee, for the betK 
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efittifimmterropted 8tady,at)dof chaogeof ak, wy^ll 
bia bealth noir beg;an to require. Instead of goiofp to tte 
sea ooast, an- was expected, he chose for bis retreat the 
▼iUa^ of Wiiford, which is sitnated on the bibiks of the 
Treot, and at the foot of Glifton Woods. These Iroods 
bad erer beea bis favporite place of resort, tod were tbd 
eobject <^ the loogest poem in bis bltle tokraoe, iroiii 
wbiefa,- indeed,- the Toliiae iras named'. He delig^hted to 
peiat oQt to bis more inttmate frieods tbe seeaery of this 
poem ; the islet^ to which he bad eften fovded, wben tbo 
mer was not koee deep ; twd the little but wberein he 
badsat forboors, and sometiiiies all day longf, reading 
or writiog', ör dreaining^ whh bis efcs open. He bad 
flonetiines wandered in Üiese iiroods tili night har adra&c^* 
ed, and vsed to speak with pleasore of baring onee beeil 
overtakeii tbere by a tbuoder storm at midnight> affl 
watobiog the U«^htning orer tbe river and tbe'vale towards 
tbe town. 

. in tlik village hia motfaer pfocnred Mgings for bim, 
and bis place of rekvat was kept secret^ except from hie 
nearest friends. Soon after tbe expiration of tbe montb, 
intelligfence arrired that tbe plans wfaiob bad been fei med 
in bis behalf bad entiielyfailed. He went immediately 
to bis motber : *' AH rnj hopes," said he, ^^ of gettiog to 
tbe nniiFersitjr are new blasted; in prepariog myself for 
ity I have lost ttm^ in my proldsfion ; I bave mucb gronnd 
to get ap, andas 1 am deten^ed not to be a tnediocre 
attorney, I most endeavour to reooter wbat I bare losb" 
Tbe conaeqnenoe was, that he applied bimself more se- 
Terely tbao ever to bis studies. He now allowed bimself 
no time for relaxation, little for bis meals^and scarcely 
any for sleep. He wouid read tili one, two, or thiee 
o'clock in the momiog ; then tbrow bimself od tbe bed, 
and xise again to bis work at ör^ at tbe cull of a Larwn^

His friendt are of optnion tliat be neTer thoconghly ft- 
covere'd from the shock wbich liis oeoBtitnlkm bad 80»- 
tained. Many of bis poems indicate tbat be thougbt binn 
seif in daoger of consnmption ; be was oot aware .tbat be 
was generating or fosteriog in bimBelf aootber diseaaev 
little less dreadfui, and wbich tbreatens intellect as well 
as life. At tbis tioie youtb was in bis faTowr, and bis 
bopes, wbich were now again renewed, produced pefhaps 
a better efieet than mediane. Mr. Dasbwood obtafned 
for bim an introductiim to Mr. Simeon, of King^&CoUm;e, 
and witb tbis be was indoced to go to Cambridge. Mr. 
Simeon, from the recoramendation wbich be receiTcdraad 
ijronr tbe conrersation he bad witb bim, proroised» lo 
procure for bim a Sazarsbip at St John's, and, witb tbe 
additional aid of a friend, to supply bim witb 30 1. aonu» 
aliy. His brotber NeviUe pro'mised twenty; and iiis 
motber, it was hoped, would be able to aliow fifteen or 
twenty more. Witb tbis, it was thongbt, be could go 
tbrougb College. If tbis prospect bad not been ppeued 
to bim, be wonld probablybaFjBtamed bis tbou^ bts jig. 
wards the orthodox disseoters. 

On bis retnm to Nottingham, (be Ren -— — RobiQsi2Dt 
of Leicester, and some otber friends advised bim to apply 
to the EUand Sor^iety for as^stance^ oooceiring tbat it 
would be less oppressire to bis feelings to be dependant oa 
a Society instituted for the express purpote of training.up 
such younjg^ men as bimself ( tbat is, such . in circsuißsiEUi^ 
ces and opinioos) for the ministry, than on tbe bomKy 
of an indindaai» in consofneBce of this adyip«; be went 
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to £lland9t tfae next meeting of the Society^ a strangrer 
there, and without uoe friend amoog the memben. üa 
W9S examioed, for seFeraL hoors, by afoout fire^and-twen- 
ty olergymen, «r to bis religious vieirs and sentinnentSy 
bis theolqg^cal knowlodge, and bis classicai attaiaments. 
In tbeoourse of the iuquiry, it appeared tbat he had pub« 
Mbhed a volume of poema : tbeir questions noir began to b« 
unpleasantly inquisitiTeGoncerniog the narureofthese po- 
waxBi and he was ^s^aüed by queries frbm all ijuarters. It 
was well fbr Henry tbat they did not thiok of refeniog to 
tbe Monthly Review for autbority. My letterto him hap- 
pened to be in hk pocket ; he lockily recoUected this, and 
l^rodaced k aa a testimony in biß iavour. They did me tho 

' kenoitr to aay (hat it wte quite sufGcient, and parsoed tbi» 
|»art of tbeir inquiry no farther. Before he left Eiland, 
lie was giveB to |indentand,^bat they were well satisfied 
witb hia (heological knowledge ; tbat they thought bis 
claaeical proficiency prodigions for bis age, and tbat tbey 
bad placed him on tbeir i)ooks. He retoroed littie pleas- 
ed witb bis joamey. Hts friends had been mistakeo ; the

He past tbe whole term in 
prcpartngf bimseif for tbis, readiog for College subjects in 
l>ed, in his waiks, or, as he says, where, wben, and hotv he 
cotiId,never haviaganaoment to spare, andoften goin^ 
toliis tutor wUhout haring read at all. His strenglh sunk 
liö^r thts, and tbougfa he haddeciaredhimselfacandi* 
date« be wa» compeUed to decUnc : but this was not the on- 
l'y ■ misfortune« Tbe general College examinatioB caine 
OD ; he was atterly noprepared to raeet it, and beiiered 
ttiat a fail^re here would have rnined bis prospects ibr 
ever.

The exercise which I 5nry took was no relaxation ; he 
•tili contioucd the habt of stadying while he walked ; 
and in thts manner, wbile be was at Cambridge, coipmijt* 
ied to iQemory a vrbole trag^edy of Euripides* Twice he 
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di»iiDgxäiM hhme^ io tiie foHoving^ year, being a^in 
pnoaoQnced fint ai tbe great College examiaation, and 
also one of tbe tbree best tbeme writen, betireeo wbom 
tbe examiners cotUd not decide. Tbe College offered 
bu», at tbeir expeose, a prirate tutor in matbematics 
dsripg tbe long iracation ; and Mr. Catton, hy procuring 
Ibr bim exbibiUons to tbe amoitnt of 66/. per ann. eoa« 
bW bin to give up iht pecnniary assistance wbicb fae 
bad .recMved ihmi Mr. Siiaeon and otber friepds. Tbis 
iateotion bs had expressed in a letfer, written twelre 
loontba before bis deatb» '* Witb regard to my College 
expenses, (be wyB^) 1 bare tbe pleasure to inform you 
tfaat Isball beobliged» in atrict rectitnde» toware tbe 
o^bia.iijf many of my frieods. I sbaU not even need 
thestmi Mr. Simeon mentioiied after tbe first year ; and 
it-^isnot impos$ible,thatI may beable tolive witbout 
aoy assiatance at alL I oonfets 1 feel pleasure at tbft 
theugbt of tbJBy mot ttomgb any ?ain pride ci independ- 
eoce, batbecavse, I iball tbeii gire a more «ibiamedl 
testimeay to tbe teotb, tba» if 1 were $uppose4 to be 
bonnd 4» it by asytie« of Qbligatioli or gntitude. I 
sball kbtrays feel as mucb tndebted Ibr intended aa hr 
9fikK»lly oibrded assistance ; &nd tbongb. I Bbould neirer 
tbiiik a senseo^ tbankfubiess .an oppressire burtben, yet 
1 jibaUbe bappy to eriiHie it, wben m the eifei ffOu tcorid 
tbe Obligation to itbas beenäiscbaigad." Never, per- 
baps had any young man, in so Short atime exoited such 
espectatioas ; eyery Universi^y honour was ^ugbt to 
be within bis readi ; be was set down as a medallist, 
and expected to takea senior wrangler's degree; but 
tjhese expeotatiotts were poison to hbn, tbey goaded bim 
to fresb exertions wben bis strengtb was spent. His 
Situation became trnly miserable : to bis brother, and' 
ttjkbis ipotber^be irrote always tbat be bad relaxed in bis 
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studies, and thathe was better; alvra}« holdibgr out tb 
tbem bis hopes, and hi« gfood fortaoe r but to tbe moBt. 
intimateof bis friends, (Mr. Maddoc.k,) bis letters told a 
different tale : to bim be complaiaed ofdreadfnl palpita> 
tioos-^-of nig^bts of sleeplessness and borror, and of 
spirits depressed to tbe rery deptb of wretcbedness, so 
tbat be went from one acquaintance to anotber, implor- 
ing^ iociety, even as a stairing^ beggar intreats for food. 
Durinif tbe conne of tbis summer, it was expected that 
tbe Mastersbip of tbe Free-Scbool at Nottingbam 
wonld sbortly become yacant A relation of bis family 
was at tbat time Mayor of tbe towo ; be togg^sted to 
tliem wbat an adrantageoos Situation it would be fbtr 
Henry, and offered to secoie for bim tbe necessai^ 
interest But, tboagb tbe salary and emoloments afe 
«stimated at from 4 to 6001. per annum, Henry decÜned 
liie offier; becanse, had he accepted it, it wonldbare 
frostrated bis intentioos witb respeot to tbe Binistry. 
Tbis was certaioly no common act of forbearance ia 
one so situated as to fortube, especially as tbe bope. 
#bidh be bad most at heart, was tbat of being en&blad 
to assist bis family, and in some degree reqoite the 
care atid anitiety of bis fatber and mother,'by makki|^ 
tbem comfortable in tbeir decüniog years. 
' Tbe indulgenoe sbown bim by bis coUegpe, in providtti^ 
bim a tutor doring^ tbe jong racation was peculiarly 
unfbrtanate. His only cbance of life was fror» relaxation, 
and home was tbe only place where he would bare 
relaxed to any purpose. Before Ihis time he had 
seemed to be gaining strengtii; it failed as the.year. 
adranced; be went once more to London to recrait 
himself~-tbe worst place to wbichbe couldharegone; 
-tbe variety of simulatii^ objects there burried and 
agitated bim« and wben he retumed to College, hm 
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vas 80. Gompletely ill, that oo power of mediciae could 
s^ve bim. His mind was woni out, and it was the 
opioipa of his medical attendaots, that if he had i:e« 
co^ered, his intellect would have been afiected. His 
brotber Nevile was just at this time to hure visited 
bim. On his first seizure, Henry found himseU too ill to 
Teceive bim, and wrote to saj so ; he added, with that 
aiuuous tenderness towards the feelings of a most affec« 
jüooate faiDÜy which always. appeared in his lettets, that 
he thougbt himself recovering ; but hisdisorder increased 
60 rapidlyrthat this letter was never sent ; it was found 
in his pocket after his deeease. One of his frieods 
^rote to acquaint NeTtUe with his danger : he hastened 
4own ; but Henry was delirions when he arrived. He 
knew him only for a few momenls ; the next day 
8unk into a State of stopor; and on Sunday, Ocio- 
b^r I9tb, 1806, it pLeaaed God to .remove him. to a 
better world> and a higher State of existence.

The will which 1 had inanifested to serve Henry, he 
bad accepted as the deed, and had expressed himself 
jupon the subject in terms which it would have humbled 
me to read atany other time than when 1 was performini^ 
the last Service to bis memory. On his deeease, Mr. B. 
^addolpk addressed a letterto me, informing me of the 
eveat^- as «me who bad professed an interest in bis 
rfiriend'a fortunes.. I ioquired, in my reply> if there was 
aoy Intention of pablishing what he m%ht have Jeft, 
•aod ifl could be of any assistance in the pnblicatioa; 
Ibis led to a correspondenee with his exe^ent« brotber, 
and the whole of bis', papers ^ere coosigned,. iato 
fj^y bands^ with as maoy of bis ietters as could be 
jQDUected. 
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Tbese papers (exdmre of die eormpottdcnoe) Med 
a box of consideraUe sise. Mr. Colends« was prescsl 
wheo I opeoed them, and wae, aa wdl as mjrteU^ eqnally 
affected and a^tonistied at tbe praofii 9i indiutEj vhicb 
tbey displayed. Some of them kad beenwiitteo before 
bis band was forniM, piobablj belbre he was tbirteen« 
Tbere werc papers apon law, npon electncily, «poB 
chemistry, apoo tbe Latin and Greek lang|ui|^es, £rom 
their nidirnents to tbe hig-her biaacbes of entical tinäy^ 
npon liistory, chrooc^ogy, Avinitjr, tbe feüiera, Idc. Noth« 
ing seemed to have escaped bkn. His poems were iw 
merons: amongfheeariiest, was a aoonet addiessed to 
myseir, long before tbe Uttie nitereoiirae wbick bad sab» 
sisted betweeo ns had tafcea place. Littie did he tbtok» 
when it was written, an wbat oeeasaas it woald fall iato 
iny bands. He bad beg^ three lra|^ies w^q rery 
3pY)nBg : one was npon Boadicea, aiiotfaer «pen loez de 
Castro; tbethircLwasafiotitioiistobjject. He bad plaimed 
also a History of Noitingbam. Tbere was a letter also 
npon tbe famous Nottingham election, wbicb seemed to 
bärc beeo inteoded eitber for tbe newspapers, «* for a 
separate parnph let. H was wiitten to coafttte tbe i^>9v»i 
stortes of tbe Tree of Libertj, aod tbe Cksddess of Reosoft, 
with the most minute knowled^' ef tbe «intamataboea» 
and a not improper feelingof indignatioa agaiost ao Ui^ 
inous^a calamnj; and tbis came wit^ more wel^^tfroHL 
bim, as bis pärty inclinationsseein to faaveleaned towaids • 
tbeside wbicb he was opposing. Tbis was, bip otAyüa*^ 
ishedcompositionmprose. Moeh ef bis time, latteri^ 
bad been devoted to tbe study of Oreekproeody : be iMd 
begun several poems ia CJreek, aad a traäslatioQ of tb« 
Samson Ägonistes. I have itispected all tbe eitisfing maa^ 
uscripts of Cbattwtoo, and <l»cy exoited less wender Iha» 
tbese. 
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r Had in^ knowledge of Heory termmated here, I should 
hare bardly beüered that iBy admiratic» und regret for 
hSiB coirld hare beeaincreased ; but I hadyet tolearn 
ft»C hfe mora] qualfÜRs, bis good sease, and bis wbole 
ieteikig9y were as adniirable as bis indostry and genius. 
Alf bis leiten tobis family bave beeo communicated to 
rorwithoot resenre, aud moet of those to bis fnends. A 
stiteetioo from tbese ar&anranged in chronologicad order, 
in itt^se volames^ wbicb irül make bim bis own biograpber, 
and'iay open tp tbe frorM as^ure, and as excelleot, a 
Iteatt, a» it erer pleased tbe Aln>igbty to warm vritb life. 
M&cb htt»beeDfiuppres8ed,wbicb, if Henry bad been, 
like Chatteiton/of anotber generatioh, I shoald willingly 
barepublisbed, and the xforld woxAd williugly bave rc^Deiv- 
ed; bttt in d€fing bonoar to tbe dead, i bare been scnipu« 
loody'cateftil Beve<r4o fordet tbe livmg. 

ilt ifttiot fi<^Tble ta conceire a buman being more 
aftnabte in äi I the rekttionsiof Itfe. He was tbe confideo - 
txai fneod'aod adviser of every member of his family ; tbis 
lie iostiDctiFely became ; and tbe tboroügh good sense of 
bi^ adrtce is not less remarkable, than tbje aÖectioa witb 
n^icb'zttsalfrays^omnmaicateid« To bis mother,. beis 
asT eamest in beseeöbibg ber to be careful of her healtb, 
as b^-is inlabourii^taeo^Tince ber tbat bis owncom« 
phiafe «rereabatiog; bis letters to berare always of hopes, 
ofcoosoiatiOD, and of love* To NevUle be writes witb 
tbe iBöst brotberly iotiniacy, still, however, in tbat occa- 
sicmai Urne ot advice whicb it was bis nature to assume, 
not from any arroganee of superiority , büt frora earneet- 
n^iof pure- aSectioQ. To bis yoonger brolher bead- 
d Fesset bimself Uke tbe tenderest and wise»t parent ; and 
ta twö siaters, tlien too young for any otber cominunica- 
tioD, be writes to direct tbeir stadies, to inquire ioto tbeir 
progress, tq encoorage, and to improre tbcm. Sucb let*

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ters as these are not for üie public ; bat tbey towhoia 
they are addressed, will lay them to their. hearts, like r^- 
iic9, aod will find in them a saviog virtue, more tbao «rer 
relics posAessed. 

With regard to his poems, tbe criterioo for sel^tion t 
was not so plaia ; undoubtedfy many bave bean cbosß^ 
which ke bimself would not bave published, and sooke £ew 
whieh, had he lired to have taken that rank araong £og- 
lisb poetS) which would assuredly have been withio his 
reach, I also should theo ha^e rejected among his posthu- 
mous papers. I have, however, to the best of my jiidg- 
ment, selected none whicb does not either mark tbe State 
of his mind, or its progress, or discorer evident proof^ of 
wbat he would have been» if it had not been tbe wiii of 
Heaven to remove him so soon« Tbe reader, wbo feeU 
any admiralion for Henry, wi]l take sooie interest in all. 
these remt^ios, because they are his ; he who sball feel 
none, must have a blind heart, and therefore a blind un- 
derstanding. Such poems are to be coosidered aa mak- 
ing up his bistory. But tbe greater number are of sac^i 
beauty, tbat Chatterton is tbe only youlhful poet wbonji he 
does not leave far behind bii«. 

3Vbile he was under Mr. Grainger, he wrote very 
little ; and wben he went to Cambridge, he was advised to 
stifle bis poe^ical iire, for severer. and more important 
atudies ; to lay a billet ou tbo embers until be had tal^n 
his degree, and then he might fan it ioto a flame again.si— 
This advice he followed so scrupulously, that a (ew frq^- 
ments, written chiefly upon the back of bis matbematical 
papers, are all which he produced at Ibe Uoiversity. The 
greater part, Üierefore, of these poems^ indeed nearly Ihe 
whole of them, were written before he was nineteen. — 
Wise as the advice may have been which had been givea 
htm, it is now to be regretted tbat he adhered to it, his 
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lätter firagmex)(s bcariDg all those marks of improvement 
vthich were to be expected from a miod so rapidijr and 
contiualiy progressive. Frequently he expresses a fear 
that early death would rob him of bis fame; yet, sbort as 
bis iife was, i't has been loog- enough for .him to leave iroriis 
ifTorlhy of remembrance. The very circumstance öf hi« 
carly deatb gires a new interest to bis memory, and 
iheteby new force to his example. Just at tbat ag^ when 
the paihter would iiave ifished to fix bis likeness, and the 
loyer ofpoetry- would delight to contemplate him, io the 
^ir moroing of bis ?irtues, tbe füll spring blossem of bis 
hopes,-^just at tbat age batb deatb set tbe seal of eter* 
oity upOD bim, aod tbe beautifuf batb been made per- 
BSftnent. To tbe young poets wbo come aller bim, 
Henry will be what Cbatterton was to bim ; and tbej 
will find in bim an example of hopes, witb regard to 
fTorldly fortune, asbumble ; and as exalted in all better 
tbingüB, as are ^njoined equally by wissdom-and religion, 
by tfae experienc^ of man, and the word of God. And 
tbis exampl^ will be as encouraging^as it is excellent. It 
bad been too much tbe custom to complain that g«nio8 is 
neglected, and to blame th^pnblic when the public is not 
in fault. They wbo are thus lamented as tbe victims of 
genius,' bare been, in almost every instance, the victims of 
ibeir own rices ; while genius bas been made, like charity, 
to coTer a multitude of sins, and to excdse that which in 
reality it ag^ravates. In tbis age, and in tbis country. 
wboever deserves encooragement, is sooner or later, 
Wreto receive it. Of tbis Henry 's history is ao^bonour- 
able proof. Tbe particular patronage which he accepted, 
was giyen as muth to bis piety and religons opinioos, as 
to bis genius ; but assistance was ofTered bim from otber 
quarters. Mr. P. Thomson, of (Boston, Lincolnsbire,) 
Oterely upon perusing bis little voldme, wrote to kaow 
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bovf lie cottld seire bim ; aod there were maiiT' fnenA of 
literature who irerc ready to bare affi>rded him anr «np. 
port wbich be oeeded, if be bad not been tbns proHded. 
lo tbe ÜDirersity, be receired every encoarag^ment 
wbicb he meriled, and from Mr. Simeon, aod bis tntor 
Mr. CaUoo, ihe ^aost fiutherly kiadneas. ' 

'* I caa renture," sajs a lady of Cambridge, in a leitet 
to bis brotber, "I can Tenture to aay, mtb certainty, ttei« 
was no member of tbe University, boirever bigh hw 
tzük or taleofs, irbo trould oot bare been happy to hare 
Bvailed tbemselres of tbe opportuoity of beifig^ acqnainted 
witb Mr. Henry Kirke White. 1 inentkm tbis to intio- 
duce a wish, wbicb bas been expressed to me sotiften bf 
tbe senior members o{ tbe Umrersity, tbtit i dare not de- 
cline tbetask tbey bave imposed upon me; itistheir 
bope tbat Mr. Soutbey iriU do as mach jnstice ^ Mr. 
Henry Wbite^s limited irisbes, to bisnnaSMmiBg^ pieteif 
«ion», and to hia rational tod fervent t^ety, as to bin va^ 
rioüs acquirements, bia polished taste, bis poetioal ifimcy, 
bis undeviatingr princtples, and tbe exoeilence ef bis^mo« 
ral cbaracter; and tbat be will sufier it to be nndeistood, 
th»t tbese inestimable qnalities bad not been tmofosetvedy 
Bor irould tbey bare remained uni^cknowled8:ed. It wa» 
tbe general obserrationt tbat be possessed geniua witk* 
out its ecceotricities." 

Of bis ferrent picty, bis letters, bis prayers, and faSa 
bymns, will afford ample andinteresting proofs. 1 must 
be permitted to say, tbat my ovrn views of tbe reHgion of 
Jesus Christ diJSer esseotially from tbe System of belief 
which be b^ adopted ; bat, baving said tbis, it is iodeed 
my aoxions wish to do fall justice to piety so fenrent. It 
was in him a living and quickening pnnciple of goodoess, 
wbich sancti£ed all bis bopes, and all bis affectlons ; wbicli 
made bim keep watch orer bis own beart, and enabled 
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hm io correct tbe few Symptoms, wliicb it ever displayed, 
of huiBaD imperfection. 

His temper bad been irritable in bis younger days, but 
tbis hc had loDg" sioce effectuaUy overcome : tbe marks 
p£ youtbful confideoce, wbich appear io bis earliest let* 
ters, bad also disappeared ; aod it was impossibie for man 
to be more teoderly patient of tbe faults of others, more 
mufennly meek, er more unafiectedly homble. Hesel- 
^oro discovered any sportireness of irnngination, tbougb 
he would very ably, and pleasantly, rally any one of bis 
Iriends for. any little peculiarity: bis conrersation was al- 
«rajs sober, and to tbe purpose. Tbat wbicb is roost re- 
loarlcaUe in bim, is bis uoifonn good settse, a faculty per- 
bapft less ootnmen tban genius. Tbere never existed a 
nKxre.diilifnison, amore affectionate brotber, a warmer 
friend, nora ^evonter Cbrtstian. Of bis powers of miad 
it is snperfiuoiis.to speak; ibey were acknowledged 
vbererer they were known* 1 1 would be idie too, to say , 
wbat bopes were entertained of brm, and wbat he migbt 
liairc^iicoomplisbed in literatnre. Tbese volumes contain 
whatbebas left, immature buds^and b!ossoms sbaken 
from tbe tree, and green fruit ; yet will tbey evince wbat 
Üie barvest would bave been, and secure for bim tbat 
remembraBoe iqx»n earth for wbicb he toiled.

TO HI8 BROTHER NEVILLE. 

Nottingham, September, 1799. 

SJCaa BROTHSR, 

IN coBseqaence of your rejleated solioitations, 1 ncnr 
Bit down to write to you» although 1 oerer receired an an- 
swer to tbe last letter which I irrote, nearly six months 
Uff} ; bot as I nerer heard you mentkm it in any of my 
mother'B letten, I am induced to think it has miacarriedy 
or been mislaid in your office. 

it Is now nearly foor months since I entered into Mr. 
Coldham's ioffice, and it is with pleasure I can assure yoii> 
th^t 1 nevcr yet foimd any thing disagreeable; but^ on tbe 
contrary, every thiDg I do leems a pleaanre to me, and 
for a ?ery obyioas reasön ;-— it is a bnsiness which 1 like— 
a btisiness which I chose beibre all others ; and I haye tiro 
good tempered, easy masters, but who wül, nevertheless, 
8ee4faat their bnsiness is done in a neat and proper man- 
ner. Hie study of-tiie law is well known to be a dry, dif- 
ficnlt task, and requires a comprehensi^e, gööd nnder-

Truly, frieadfi haye risen up to rae in 
qoarters where I could not haye expected them, and they 
hare been raised as it were, by the finger of God. I haye 
veason, aboye all mcn, to be grateful to the Fatber of all

TO HIS BROTHER NEVILLE. 

Nottingham. 

MT DEAR BROTHER, 

I SIT down with unfeigned plcasnre to write, in 
compliance with yonr request, that 1 would expiain to 
yon the real doctrines of the charch of England, or what 
is the same thing, of the Bible. ' The subject is most kn- 
portant, inasmuch as it affects that part of man whtcb is 
incorrnptible, and which must ezist forever— bis sool. 
Wben God made the brüte creation, he merely embodi- 
ed the dust of the eartb, and gave it the potver of locomo- 
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tion, or of rooving^ about, and of existing^ io a ccrlain 
sphere. In ordcr to aiford mute abimals a rale of action, 
by which they« might be kept alive, he implanted in them 
certain instincts, from wbicli they can never depart- 
Such is that of self-preservation, and tbe selection of 
pcopfBr food. Bat he not^ooly endaed man with these 
powerS)^ but he g^aFe bim mindy or spirit — a faculty 
wbicb enables him to niminatc on the objects which 
he does not see — to compare impressioos — to invent-— 
and to feel pleasure and paiq, Tfrhen tbeir causes are 
eilher gone or past, or lie in the future. This is wbat 
coDStitutes the human sou). It is an immaterial es- 
(ence— no one knows what it consists of, or irhere it 
resides ; the brain and tbe heart are' the orgaas wbich 
it most.8eems to affect; bi^t it would be absurd to infer 
therefrom, that the material organs of tbe heort and 
the brain constitute the soul, seei.n^ that the impr^s- 
sions of the miod sometimes affect one drgan and some- 
times theother. Thus, whenany ofthe passions— iore» 
bope, fear, pleasure, or pain, are excited, wefeel them 
at our heart. . VV heo we discuss a topic of cool reason- 
ing, the process is carried on in. the brain ; yet both 
parts are in a greater or less degree acted upon on all 
öccasions^ and we inaj therefore conclude, that the 
soul resides in neitber iadividualiy, but is an immctUrial 
spirit, wh'ch. occasionaliv impresses the one, and 
occasionaliy the oiher. That the soul is immateriaJ, 
has been ppoved to a mathematical dcmonstration. 
When we strike, we lift up our arm — when we walk, 
we protrude. our legs alternately — but when we think, 
we move no organ : the reason depend» on no action 
of matter, -but seems as it were to hover over us, to 
regulate the machine of our bodies, and to meditale 
and speculate on things abstract as well as simple, 
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extraneouB as well as coaüected wiih our individiial 
welfare, witbout having any. bond vfhich eao unite it 
witb our gross cdrporeal bodies. The fle^ is like the 
temporary tabernacle wbich the soul inhabits, gor» 
eros, and regulates; büt as it does notconsist inaay 
Organization of matter, our bodies may die, and retura 
io the dast from ,wbeQce tbey tfere taken, while oitr 
souls, incorporeal essehccs — are incapabl&of death and 
annihilation. The spirit is th^t portion of Ggd's own 
immortal nature, which he breathe^ into our clay at 
oui* birth, and which thercfore cannot be deatroyed, 
but will continue to exist wben it& earthly habitatlon 
is mingled with its paient dust. We must admit there« 
fore, wbat all ages and nations, savage as well as civil« 
ized, have ac&nowledged, {hat we havc souls, and that 
as they are incorporeal,^ tbey do not die with our tTodies, 
but are necessärily immortal. The question then 
naturally, arises wbat becotnes of them after death ? 
Here man of bis owil wisdom must stop ^^but God haa 
Ihougbt fit, io bis hiercy, to reveal to us in a great 
measure tbe secret of pur natures, and in the Holy 
Scriptures we find a piain and inteüigible «occount of 
the purposes of our esisteoce, and the thiogs we have 
to expect in tiie world to come. And here 1 shall just 
remark, that the aulhenticity and diviue Inspiration of 
Moses are established beyonda doubt, and that.no fearn- 
cd man oan possibly. deny their authority. Over all 
natlons, cven among the savages of America, cut out 
as it were from the eastern world, there are traditfons 
cxtant of the flood, ofNoah, Moses, and other patriarchs, 
by names which come so cear the proper ones, as to 
removeall doubt of their identity. You knpw mankiad 
is conlinually increasing in number; and consequently^ 
if you majre a calculation backwards, the numbers nmst 
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coDtinue lesseniog^, and lesseoiag, until you come to 

a point where there was only one man. Well, accordio^ 

to the most probable calculation, thi? point will be 

foaod to be abont 5,800 years back, tiz. tbe time of 

the ereation, makiag allöwance for tbe flood. Morc- 

orer, tbere are appearänces upon the surface of the 

g>Iobe, wbich deoote tbe maoner in whicb it was founded, 

and tbe process thus developed will be found to agree 

very exactly with the ^^ra/irc account of Moses,— (Of 

thisl shall treat in a subsequent. letter.) — Admittiog 

theo, that tbe books of the Pentateiich were wntten by 

dirine inspiration^ we see laid before us the whole history 

of oof race, and including the Prophetsi, and the New 

Testament, the whole scheme of our futüre existence : 

we learn, in the fivst place, that Godcr^ated man in a 

■täte of perfect happiness, that be was placed in the 

midst (^eyerything tbatcould delight the eye or fascin- 

ate tbe mind, and that he had only one commaad impo- 

■ed upoQ him, which he was to keep under the penalty of 

death. This command God had been plesused to cover 

to our eyes with impenetrable obscarity. Moses, in 

the figiiratiFe langHage ofthe East, calls iteating the 

fruit of tbe Tree of Knowledge of Good and Eyil. But 

this we can understand, that Aian rebelled against the 

command of his Mak^r, and plunged himself by that 

crime, from a State of bliss to a^state of sorrow, and in the 

end, of death. -rBy death is here raeant, the exciusion of 

the sonl from future happiness. It followed, that if Adam 

f^U from biiss, his posterity must fall, for tbe fruit must be 

like tbe parent stock i and a man made as it were dead» 

must likewise bringe forth children ander the same 

course. £vil cannot heget good. 

But the benign Father ofthe universe had pity upon 
Adam and his posterity, and knowiog the fratlty of our 
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natare, he did oot irisb to assnine Ibe wboie terron of 
bis jost yengeuice. Süll God n a being' who is iofinitely 
jugty as well as iofioitelj merdfiU^ and therefore bis de- 
csrees are not to be dispensed with, and bis offended jus- 
tice most bave expiatioo. Tbe case of maiikiiid was de- 
piorable ;— rojriads yet aoboni were iofiplicated 1^ tbe 
crime of tbeircommoo progeoitor in geoeral min. Bat 
tbe mercy oiGod prevaÜed, and Jesus Christ, tbe Messi- 
as, of wbom all agres talked before be came down amongst 
laeo, cffisred bimself up, as an atonemeot for man'scrimes. 
Tbe 8oD of God bimself, infinite in mercj, ofiered to take 
np tbe human form, tounder^ tbe severest pains of hu- 
man Ufe, and Che sereiest paag^of death ; ho offered to 
He ander the power of tbe ^nwe for a certain period, and, 
in a Word, to snstain all tbe pnnishment of our primitire 
cKsobedielice in tbe atead of man. The atonement was 
ii^mte, becanse God's justice is infinite ; and nothiag: bat 
fach an atonement conld bare sared the faDen race. 

Tbe death of Christ then takes awaj the stain of or^ia- 
adsin, andg^res man at least the powier qf atbdninff 
etemal blis«. Still oor salration is conditional, and we 
ha^e certain requisitions to comply with • ere we cu be 
■ecore of beaven.--»The next question then is, Wbat ara* 
the conditioos on wbich we are to be saved ? 'Hie word 
of God here comes in ag^ain in elucidation of our doty x 
tbe Chief point tosisted upon is that we should keep God'a 
Law containing^ in tbe Ten commandments ; bat a^ tbe 
<»ni88ioQ or breach afone article of the twelve tables is a 
crime just of as g^reat mag^nitude as the original sip, and 
entails the penalCyon ns asmuch as if we bad infringed 
tbe wbcrfe; God, seeing: our frailty, provided a means of 
efiectingottrsalvatioo, in vHiich nothing^ should be reqnlr- 
ed of US but reliaoce on bis truth. — God seot tbe Sariour 
to bearthe weigfhtofoursios; be^ therefore, reqaires ns 
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to believe implicitly, that throug^h bis blood we sball be 
accepted. Tbis is tbe succedaneum wbich he imposed ia 
Heu of tbe observance of tbe moral law. Faitb ! Believe, 
AND 7E SHALL BE sAYED. — He requifes frbm us to tbrow 
ourselvesupon.tbe Redeöincr, to look for acceptance 
through biin alone, to reg^ard ourselves as deplraved, de- 
based, fallen creatores, wbo can do notbing worthy in 
bissight, and t?bo only bope for mercy tnrough tbe Lord 
and Saviour Jesus Christ. Fai th is tbe foandation stone ; 
Fai^i is tbe saperstracture ; Faitb is alljn all. — By FVitb 
äre ye saved ; by Faith are ye jostified." 

How easy, my dear Neville, are tbe conditions God Im- 
|>ose8 upon us ! He only comraands «s to feel tbe tie of 
common gratitude, to trustin tbe mediation of bis Son, 
and allsbsdl be-forgiveniis. And shall our pride, our 
deluded imaginations, cur false philosophy, interfere t9 
blind our eyes to tbe beaulies of so -beneToIeot, so be- 
nign a syslem I — Or shall earthly pleasiires engross all 
our tbougbts, nor leave space for a carc for our souis ! — 
God forbid. As for faith, if our beart? are bardenedj and 
we cannot feel (bat iinplicft, that fervent belief* whtcb 
tbe scripture requires, let us prny io God that be will 
send bis Holy Spiritdown upon ixis, that he will enligbtea 
our onderstanding with the knowledge of that Truth, 
which is too yast, too sublime for human nnderstanding^, 
uoassisted by Divine Grace, to comprebend.

The ohject of Themisto- 
oies was the aggrandizetnent of Limself^ that of Aristides 
Ibe welfare and prosperityof tbe State. The one eadeav- 
oured to swell Mheglory of bk oountry \ the other to pro- 
mote its security, external and internal, fureign and do- 
inestic. While you estimated the Services which Tberois« 
toclcs rendered to the State, in Opposition to those of A^s* 
tides, you of course remeinbered that t ne former had the 
largest scope foraction, and that be iofluenced hiseoun •. 
trymen to fall into all bis plans,while they banished bis 
competttor, not by bis superior wisdom or gooduess, bat 
by those intrigues and factioos artifices wUieh Arisüdes 
would have dlbdained. Thernistocles certainly did uae 
had flieans to ä desirsable end : aod if < we may aa^mme 
it as an axioro, that Providence will forward the deaig^as 
of a good fiooner thad those ofa ]i»d man, wkatever ..iae« 
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quality of abilties there may be between tbe two cbarac- 

ters, it will follow that — had Athens reroaiDed uoder the 

g'aidaoce of Aristides, it would have been better for her« 

The difierence between Tbemistoclea and Aristides seem 

to me tobe this : That the former was a wise and a for- 

tunate man ; and tbat the latter, though he had equal 

n'i«idoin, had not equal gpod fortune. We may admire 

the heroic quahties and the cräfty policy of the one, bat 

to the temperate and disintcrested patriotismy- the good 

and virtuous dispQS;itions ^f the other we can alone give 

the meed of heart- feit praüe, 

I only mean by this, that we niust not infer, Tliemisto- 

cles to have been the better or the greater. man, because 

he rendered more essentiai Services to the State thaa 

'Aristides, nor even that bis system was the mdst judi- 

cious— but only, that by decision of character, and by 

good fortune, bis measures succeeded best.

HeojDe. the feeble pleonasms, and 
idle repetitionS) wbicb de^nn tbeir pages. If yoa would 
bave your compositions yigorousk and xnascullDe in tbeir 
tone^ let erery Word tell ; aqd wben you detect yonr- 
self polisbingoff a senteoce with expletives, regard your« 
seff in exactly tbe same predicament with a poet wbo 
should eke out tbe measure q{ bis rerses with '^ titum, 
titum, tce, Sir."

201. per annum, withoat iDconvenience ; bat ahonld she 
die, (and her health is, I fear, but infirm,) that resoarM 
will alto^ether fail.

Tbis, bowerer, iseqnaHy 

certaio» that our giringr way to unremitting sadness on 

tbese accounts, so far from ameliorating tbe conditioa 

o^mortality, only adds to tbe aggr^ate of boman niisety, 

and throifs a gloom or«r tbose momeots vheo a ray of 

Ugbt is pennitted to yisit tbe dark yalley of life, and 

tbe heart oiight to be making tbe best of its fleeting 

bappiaess. Landscape too, ougbt to be a soqjsee of 

delight to you ; fine buildings, objects of natare, and a 

thottsaod thiog« whicb it wonld be tedious to name. I 

ihpuldcall tbe mao^ wbo could suryey sack tbings as 

tbeie witbottt being affected with idi^aanre» either a 
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rerj weak-auoded and fiioliah penon, or oae oitmiakad 
at alL To be alirajB od, and always poaderHig ob 
intenia] griefe, is wliat I call att^ selfishness: I iraald 
not gire two-pence for a being wbo is locked np io bis 
saffisriog, aod wbose beart cannot respond to the exlular- 
ating ciy «f oatore, or rejoice because be seea otfaen fe- .

before yesterday, on a roogh änd windy day, in a yessel 
filled with a roarching regiment of söldiers : the band 
played finely, and 1 was enjoyiog the many pleasing 
emotione which the water, sky, winds, aod musical 
Instruments excited, whea my thoughts were snddenly 
called away to more metancholy sabjects. A girl,, gen- 
teelly dressed, and with a couotenance which, for its 
loreÜDess, a painter might bare copied for üebfp, with a 
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loitfilMifb seized me by the gjeat coat, and asked me 
talend it her: sbe trad one ofihose unhappy creatures 
wbe depend ob the brutal aod licentiuus for a bitter 
lireliböod, and was now following^ ja the trarn of one' of 
the efficers* I was greatly affected by her appearance 
Midtiljaatum, and more so by that of anotber f^diale who 
WM withrher, and who, with less beanty, bäd a wild 
sorrQwfttlness' in her face which sbewed she knew her 
aitiuitm.

there was a reason for these tblög^ in the Göspel of Jesus 
Chii«!, and that te thosif who soogfht it there was 
also a eure« So I bairfshed my vain meditations, and 
knowing that God't proWdeiice is better able to direct

At la&t i deter- 
mined to go to tbe inn.wbere we usually dine wben we go- 
to Hull,.and try bow mticb credit I possessed tbere, and I' 
bappily foond no dt&culty in procuring refresbments,- 
wbicb I carried off in tf iumpb to the boat. Here new dif- 
ficultics occurred ;- for tbe tide bad flowed io considerably 
dario^ my absence, althou^b not sufficiently to roÖFe tbe 
boat, so that my wade was mucb worse back than it bad 
been before. On our return, a most placid and ca!m day 
was converted ioto a c^oudy one, and we bad a brisk gale 
ino^Tteeth. Knowing we were quite safe, we Struck 
across f rom HuU to Barton ; and wben we were off Hazel 
Wbelps, a place wbicb 'is always rougb, we bad some 
tremendoos swells, wbicb we weatbered admirably, and 
(batingoar getting od tbB-wrong side of a bank, owing to 
tbe deceitfal appearance of tbe coast) we bad a prosper- 
OU8 royage boötie, bariog rowed twenty-six miles io less 
tban ßre bours.

That is my an- 
chor aod my confidence ; I can go with that to the bed of 
death, and lift up tbe eyes of the dying and despairing 
wretch to the great laterecssor ; I can go with this intö 
the society of the cheerfal, and cume away with lightoess 
ofheart, and eotertaiomeDt ofspirit.

These 
poor and unlettered tribes, wbo inhabit nearly the ex- 
tremest vei^e of animal existeoce. heard tbe discouräes 
of tbe Danlsh missionaries on tbe beiogof a God with 
stupid uDconcem, expressed their assent to eveij tbing 
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tbat was proposed to them, and theo hoped to extort 
8ome present for their complacencj. For teo years did 
a very learoed and pious qian labour among them with- 
oiit the cooFersion of a single soul. He tbought tbat he 
Blast prove to them the existence of a God, and the ong- 
inal stain of onr natures, before he conld preach the pe- 
culiar doctrines of the gospel, and he could never get orer 
' this first Step; for they either could not uoderstand it, or 
iroald not, and when no presents were to be had, lurned 
away in disgust. At leogth he savr his error, and the plan 
of Operations were altered. Jesus Christ was preached in 
aünplicity, without any pi^paration. The Greenianders 
leemed tbonghtful, amazed, and canfonnded ; their eyea 
were opened to their deprared and loststa^e. The gos- 
pel was receiyed ererv where with ardent attention. Tbe 
üame spread like wild*fire over the icy wastisof Green* 
land ; numbers came frora the remotest recessea öf the ' 
Northern Ocean to hear the word of life, an^ the greater 
-part of tbe population of tbat extensive country has in 
time been baptized in the name of the Father, and the 
8on, and the Holy Ghost. 

I bare now fiUed my sbeet^Pardon my prolixity, and 
beliere me, roy prayers are offered 4ip, frequently, for 
your continnance in th^path yoaJiavc chosen. For my- 
self, i need your prayers — ^may we be a mntual assistance 
to each otber, and to all our feUow-labourers in the liord 
Jesns.

Tou koovf from the epistles of St. Paul» that sooü after 

the death of Jesus Christ, tfaere irere regftilar charches 

established in varioos places, as at Corinth, Galatia, 

Thessalonica, &ic. Sic. Now, |re am not certain that 

tbey usedforms of prayers at all in these churches, nmch 

more thfllt any part of ours was used in tbeir time ; bat it 

is certaiD, that in the year of bor Lord 30^, there was a 

feneral UtQri^ in ase tbronghönt all the ctiurefaes of 

Christ» Now, if in that eärly linie, when Christians irerti 

mach more like the apostles than they st^ now, they 

ttsed a form of {nrayer in the chnnsheft, it is ßdr to 

oonolnde that the pnictice was not unscriptural : . besides; 

at this very thme, St. John, the fivangpeltst, had not heen 

dead äbore 100 years, uid oQe of his disciples, though at 

a very (i^ata^e, was actttallyljni^. St Chrysostom, 

who Hred above 354 years after Christ, wrote some of 

Qur prayers, and Öie g;reaterpartofthem have heen in 

gei|»ral ose for a thousand years. About the year SS6r 

abontone thousand üve hundred years ago, immenso 

mnltitodes of savages, the Goths and Vandals, bejng' en- 

ticed by the fertility of the Italian country, and the rieh« 

«s of its possessors, came down from Gennany, Huogary, 

and all the northem parts of Eun^e, upon the Eoman 

«mpire, then enfeebled with luxury, and «ndeavoured to 

guo poMetnoB of the south. Tboy were at first repuised, 
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but as fast as thev were defeated or slain, new iKM^Sdi^ 
allured by the accottnts which tbeir couDtrymen |fate '^ 
its opulence and abundance, succeeded in tbeir stead ; *fSä 
tbe forcesof the Romans gr^w un€qual to the contes^ 
and fradually gave way to the invaders, who, wherever 
they came, reduced every thingf to a State of barbartom; 
The Christians, aboBt thistime) were b^inniog to pre- 
rail in the Roman territories, äod under the Eiöpertfi^ 
Constantine, who vras the first Christian kiog, wiere ginag' 
the blow to idolatry. ButthesavagetutDleraoce ofthe 
invaders, wbp reduced the conqueredc to abject slavei^, 
burot books whererer they foood them, and even förbäde 
the cultivation of^leaming, reduced them to the utmost 
distress. At thi& time they wrote and nsed in their 
churches, all that part of the litany which be^ms Vxtb 
the Lord^s prayer« änd end» with the prayer of St. Clhi^- 
sostom. Thus you see bow venerahly ancient are ihaüy 
of our forms, and how; httle tbey^ merit. that contempt 
which Ignorant people pöiir upon them. Very^boiy 
inen (mennow we h^ive e^ery reason to believe in hear- 
en] composed them, and they haye bte^n nsed from ag^ 
io age ever since, in our churches, with but feif altera- 
tions. ßut yoü will say tl^ey were used by tbe Roman 
Catholica, who are a Tery superstitious and bigotted .set 
of people. Thisis no ol^ection at all» because the Ri^ 
pan Ca^lics were not always so bad, and what is ä 
proof of Ulis, is that there once was no other religioü ia 
the World : aod we cannot think that cfaurch very wicked, 
which Godchose, once, to make the soleguardianof bis 
truth. There ha?e been maoy excellent and pious roen 
among the Roman Calholics, even at the time their pub« 
lic faith was corrupted. - . 

You may have heard ofthe reformation : you know it 
was brought about by Luther and Calvin, in the sixteenth 
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ceBtoi7,.9Lbout 1536. Now CaI?io is the founder of ihe 
sect o^lndependeots, Buch as those who ineet at Castle-* 
gate, yethe bad a band in fi Sming the litui^y, which, with 
ajterations, vre now use, and he selected it io part from 
tbe Ijtaigy of the Roman churcb; because tbey had r«* 
ceiFed it from tbe primiiiFe Cbristians, wbo were more 
immediaiely taught by tbe apostles. ITie reformaüon 
BCieaastbatcbaDgeinreligion, wbicb was broughl about, 
.1» 1 Said before, by Luther and Calvin, in consequeoce 
Ot the abuses and errors wbicb had crept ioto tbe Rom- 
isb charcb. 

Yqu may possibly think tbe responses, or answers of 
the derb and people, rather ridicalous. Tbis absurdity, 
however, g^ncrally coosists more in the manner than in 
the thing. Tbey were intended to be pronounced aJoixd 
by tbe people, and were used as a means to keep their 
attention awake, and sbew their sincerity. At tbe time 
thiR form waa inveoted, not one man in fi^e or six ban- 
dired could read ; and tbese repetitions answered another 
purpose, of fixing important ejaculations and ßentenpes in 
their minds. In tbese days the same necessity does not 
exist ; but we still re^ain the form on account of its olber 
adraatiages, and through reverence of such an antiqiiity, 
aa almost vbuches for its being acceptable to God, wbo has 
permilted it to be used by tbe wisest and best of men for 
so long a periöd.

1 have at preseot entirely laid them aside, asi 
am readiDg^ for tbc UuiFersity scholarship, wbicb will sood 
he racaot There are expected to be tbirteen or fourteen 
candidates, some of whom are of great note, from Eton; 
and 1 have as macb expectation of g^ining it, as of bein^ 
elected supreroe magiis over tbe mysferies of Mithra. 
Thescboiarshipisofno valuein itself adequate to the 
labour of reading for it, but it is tbe grcatest classical 
lionoar in tbe University, and is a pretty sure rood to a 
fellowship.' My classical abUities here haye attracted 
fiome attention, and my Latin Tb^mes, id particular, havis 
drawn forth inquiries from tbe tutors as to tbe place of 
in^ educatioo. Tbe reason wby 1 bave determined to sit 
for tbe acholarsbip is tbis, tbat to bave simply been a can- 
didate for it, establishcs a man^s cbaracter, as many of the 
first classics in tbe University bave failed of it«

Y^eya the external appearance of tbe otber's situatioD, and 
compariog tbem with tbe secret disquietiDgcircumstaoces 
ofhisowD, tbmksbimbappier; and so it ia tbat all tbe 
woirld over, be wefayonred as we may, tbere is always 
aomethiog wbich othen baFe^ and whicb we oiirselves 
have Dot, necessary to tbe completion of our felicity.

If you think it wOrth 
while to-8eo^ the song to your publisher, 1 sbould prefer 
the Omission of the writer's name^ as the Insertion ofit 
W'uld only be a piece of idle ostentatioo, and answer do 
end, My name will neither give credit to the Terses, cor 
tbe Verses confer honor on my ntfme. 

It will give me grent pleasure to hear tbat your labpurs 
have been sücces^ful in tbe to*irn of -* * * where, I 
fear rauch is to be done. 1 am one of those who tbiok 
that the loveofVirtueis not suiScieot to make a virtu- 
ous man ; for tbe iove of virtue is a mere mental prefer- 
euce of tbe beautiful to the deformed ; and we see but too 
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often that tmmediate graüfication out weighs the dictates 

prour judg'ment. If rhen cbuld always perfoim their 

duty BS well as they can discero it, or if tbeycoold attend 

to their real interests as-weli as tbey can see them, there 

vrould be little occasion for moral instniction. Sir Richard 

Ste^e, wbo wrote like a saint* and who, in bis Christian 

Hero, shews the strengest marksofa religious and devoat 

l^art, Hved, notwithstanding all this, a dronkard and a 

debauchee. And wh^t can be the cause of tbisapparent 

coDtradiction ? Was it that he had not strength of mind to 

act up to his views l Tben a man's salratjon may depend 

OD strength ofiotellect ! ! Or does not tbis rathersheir 

. that superior motives are wanting? That assislaoce is yet 

necessary, wben the ablest of inen hasdon^ hisutmost? 

If tben^üch aid be necessary. how can it be obtained ?— 

by a virtuoiis life? — Surely not: because, to lire reallv a 

vi rttious life, ioiplies tbis aid to have been first giren. We 

are told in Scriptilre, hpw it may be obtained ; namely, by 

bumble trust in the Lord Jesus Christ, as our atoning 

eacrifice. This,'therefore, is the foundation of reÜgious 

life, and as such« ought to be the fundamental principal of 

Feligioüs Instruction. 'This is the test of our obedience, 

the indispensible' preliminary before we canenjoy the 

favour of 6od. Wbat, therefore, can we urge with mofe 

propriety from the pulpit tban Faith ?r-to preach mo- 

rality does not include the principal of faith— -to preach 

faltli includes every brauch of morality, at the same time 

that it afibrds it its present sanctions, and its strongest 

incitements.

Religion, thea, Madam, 1 conoeire to be the serrice a 
creature owes to bis Creator ; ' and 1 take it for grasle<li 
1^^ Service impliessome sf^lf-deniai, and some labour; 
ihr if it did notiovolvesomethioganpleasing toourseI?es; 
i^^ouldbe a düty we should all of necessUy perfonn* 
Weil, then, if religion call for self-dental, there mast be 
#ome mottle to induce m^ Toli^atarily to undei^o such 
frivatioDB as may be cooseqaeiat oa a religious üfe, aod 
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thoseiDotites inust be such as afiect eitbisr the pres- 
eot State pfexistence, or some other futare State of ex- 
istäoce* CertaiDly ttien^ tbose motives which.arise from 
the expectatiott of a fotare stäte Gf existence, must, in 
realitjf , be idfiQitely tilore jmportint than tbose which 
are founded tu temppralconcerq&, althoug^h, to mankind, 
the immediate preseotce ^f temporal tbijags may outweigh 
tfae^ distant apprehension of the f utüre. Granting, there - 
fore, thatthe futare world isthe main object of oür re- 
Ugious exörcises» it wHl follow, Ifaat tbey are the most im- 
pörtaDjt contserns of a inan's iife, and' tbat every other 
cbn^idei^atfoD \b Ii|fht apd triding in the cöinparisoQ. For 
the vrorld to cofine is everlasting, while thepresent trorld 
is but very ^ort. Foolish theo iudeed, aöd short-sighted 
must that cfi^ature be, which ^ can preferthe oonveniea- 
ces äod accorproodattons of the preseat, to the happiness 
of the eternal future. 

'All Christians tberefore, who undertake to lay down 
a Chart for the young and inexperienced« by whidh the'y 
may steer with secünty through the ocean of Iife, will be 
expected to itiake religion a prominent feature on the 
canyass ; and that too not only by gi^ing it a larger space« 
but by eoforciog the snperiority of tbis consideration to 
erery other. Now this is what I humbly conceiTe yoa 
have not allogether done;'and 1 think indeed, if 1 be 
competent to judge, you have failed in two pohits ;^— in 
makin^ religion only a subordioate coosideration to a 
young man, and ih not defining dislinctiy the esseotials of 
religion.

frequeot private and earnest prayer to the Spirit of Holi- 

ness, that he vould saoctify afl his döings ? Do you teach 

him tbat the pra'ise, or tbe ceosüre» the admiration, er tbe 

cootempti of the. world, is o^ litUe impqrtanc^, so 9M bis 

heart he rigHt before the Great Judgei* Do y^u teil him 

that,a8 his reasojQ nöw opens, he, should^j^radually with< 

draw from the gay^r aD<l occasionally more unlicensed dii, 

versioDS of the. vprld--^the ball-room, the tbeatre, and 

the public conpert, in orderthat he;may abstract bis miod 

more from tbe töo-fascinatrog delights of life^ and fl him- 

6eif for the new sceoe of existence, wiifch will, sooner or 

later, open upob his viewPNo, Madam, 1 think youdo 

not do tbis. You teil him there is a de&l of enthusiasm io 

persons wbo, though they mean well, are over strict to 

their r^Iig^oos performafnces. Toü teil bim, that assem- 

bles, dances, tbeatres, are elegant amusements, thoagh 

ypu coople the fioe arts with them, whicb T am sorry to 

see in such Company. I, too, am entbusiastically attach- 

ed to the fine arts. Poetry, painting, and music, are 

amongstmy mostdelicious and chastest pleasufes; and 

happy,' indeed, do 1 feel, wben 1 can make even these 

conlribute to the great end, and draw my soul from i(s 

spbere, to fix it on its Maker and Redeemer. 1 am fond, 

too, of tragcdy ; and thoagh I do not find it with so much 

purity and chastity in Shakespeare as in the old Greek 

dramati-its, yet 1 know how to appreciate its beauties in 

him too. Besides these, 1 bare a thousand otberamuse- 

ments of tbe niost refined natura, without either tbeatres; 

balls or Card tables. Tbetheatre is not in ilselfan immor- 

al Institution, but in itspfeseotstate it is ; and I feel much 

for an uncorruptedj frank lad of fourteen, wbo is permit- 

ted to Visit this stew of licentiöasness, impudence, and 
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vice. Tour plan seems to me this :— Teach a boy to lead 
an honest, uprigbt life, atid to do his doty, and he will 
gain the good will of God by^tbc tery tenor of bis ac- 
tions. Tbis^, indeed, aä «asy kind of religidb, for it 
ifwolves no self-denial; but triie r^ligion does involve 
self-denial. The inference is obvlous. I say it Involves 
DO self-denial ; behause a welledücated, sensible lad will . 
see so many incooremences in ricious indulgences", that 
he will c^oose the virttidus by a natufäl efibrt of the un- 
derstanding; and slo, ac<iördiog to Ihis^system, he will 
e1)8iire hearen by tbe sound^ness of his poliey, and the 
rectitude of his tinderstanding. 

Adoiitting this to be a trae doctrine, Christianity has 
beea bf np inaterial service to mankind ; and the Son of 
God might have spaTe4 bis blood ;. for the heathens knew 
all thiSf and not only knew it, but many of them put it 
into practiee. Whattfaea has Christianity done ?*-But 
the scripture teaches us tbe rererse of this : it^teaches us 
to give God our whole heart, to Ute to bim, to pray con-> 
tinually, and to fix oür affectiona, not on tbing^ temporal, 
but on things etemal. Now, I ask you, whether, with- 
out any ««ophistry, or any penrersion of tbe meaning of 
wordsr, you can reconcile tbis with yöur religious iostruc* 
tions jto your son ?. 

1 tbink, likewise, tbat you do not define the essentials 
of religion distinctly. We are either sated by the atone^ 
ment of Jesus Christ, pr we are not; and if we are^ tben 
all mon are neoessarily sa?ed, or äbme are necessarily 
not saved; andifsome are not saved, it most be from 
causes either existing in the individuals tbemselves, or 
from causes existing in the oeconomy of God's dispensa- 
tions. Now, Madam, we are told tbat Jesus Christ died 
for all ; but we grant that all are not saved. Why tben 
are some not saved ? It is because they do not act in a

Dianner worthy of €k)d*s farour ! Then a man's.salyatioD 
idepeods upon bis actiofis, But vre are tpid in Scriptare, 
tbat it döes not. depeDdoo his actioos — ^V^y faith are 
ye saved, without the works of Ihe law :'*• — therefore 
it either inust depend on some other eiTort pf ttie crealure, 
or OQ the wiir.9f t^e Creator. I wiir not dispute tbe 
question of Calvioism w ith you ; 1 wiU grant that Cal; 
vinism is iodefensibfe ; bat ihin. all muBt concede whd 
believe the ägriptures, tbat we are to be saved by faith 
only tbrough Jesus Christ. ,1 s^k, therefofe, whelher 
you tiave. taught this toyonr son; sgid I ask ivketber 
there is one' tf^it in your instructioos,- in cojoimon with 
tbe tiumbliog, self-denying religion taug:ht by the Apos-' 
tles, by the homilies of ou^ Church^ and ' by all tbe 
reformers? The chief argpdment of the latter, against 
the Roinish church, was their asserting, the validity of 
works. Now, what ideas niust yöur son baine of Christian 
faith ? You say, that even ShakeapeareU debmtckeeM were 
believers ; ^nd he is given to understand,' that he is a 
good Christian^ if he do his duty to his master' aad 
fellows, go to church every Sanday, and keep clear of 
enthusiasm. And what has Jesus Christ to do .with your 
System ; and where is thät^ai^ banished, öf whicfa eveiy 
page of scripture is füll — Can this be right? " Clötä 
devotion*^ is the medns of attaining faith; apd bamble 
prayer is tlie traei ineans ef arriviog at ferrency in 
religion, without enthusiasm. You condeihii Sociman* 
ism ; but 1 ask you i^here Jesus Christ appears in your 
Schema, and where tbe inflüences^ of the Holy Ghost, and 
even bis names, are banished from it ?

IsmcERELY beg^ your^^ardoQ fbr my nDgrateful 
disreg^E^ bf your poiite fetter. The intenreniiig period 
bas be^n scr much t^ken up> on tbje ooe hand, "by ill 
,heialth> and^on theother, by occupätions of the most ia- 
dispensible kind, that I bare üeiglected almost all iny 
Ariends^ and you amoqgst the rest. I am now at Not- 
tin^h^ip, a tmiant fröm study» and a rejected rotary at 
tbe shrioe of Health ; a tew days will bring me back tö 
.the rnäi^in of the Cam, and bary me once mote in tbe 
bosy routine of Coljiege exercises. j^efore, howerer, 1 
am a^^ain ^ ma,n of busüe and occnpatioo, I snatch a fenr 
raomehts to teil yoti how much I shall be gratified by your 
correspondence, and b*ov7 greatly I think myself flattered 
by yöur esteeming mine worth asking for. 

The little sketch of your past occupätions, and present 
pursuits, inte^:ested me. Cultivate, with ^11 ässiduity, the 
taste for letters which you possess. It will be a source of 
exquisite gratification to you : and if directed as it ooght 
lo be, and I hope as it will be directed, it will be more 
thaQ ^ratificatioü, (if we understand pleasore alone by 
that Word,) since it will combine with it utUity of the high^* 
est kind. If polite letters were qaerely iostrumeptal in 
cheering Ihe hours of elegant leiaure, in affordiog refined 
amd polished pleasures, uncontaminated with gross and 
sensual gralifications, they would still be valuable; butin 
a deg^ee infinitely less than when they are considered a$ 
the handmaids of thevirtues, the correctors as well as the 
adorners of society. But literature has, of late years., 
been prostituted to all the purposes of the bagnio. Poet^ 
fy, in particular, arrayed in her most bewitcfaiog colours. 
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has been tangbt to exercise the arCs of tlie Leno, asnd to 
chann onljr that she may destroy. Tbe mssey who onoa 
dipped her hardy wibgin thecfaaatest dews^f CastaKa» 
and spoke nothin^ biU what kad a tendency to (^nfirm 
and ioyig^rate tbe manly ardour of^ Virtuous niiidy noir 
brealbes only tbe voluptüotts laagüisbings of tbe harlot, 
and, like tbeBroodof Circe, toucbes ber obarmed clioida 
wilb a grace, tbaf,' wbile it ravisbesi tbe ear, delcides aftd 
bewies tbe senBe. I callto witness Mr. Moore, and tbe 
tribe of imitators wbicb bis success bas called fortb, tbat 
my Statement is trne. Lord Stran^rd.bas troylden faitb^ 
liilly in tbe Steps pf bis pattera.* 

I bope, for tbe credit of poetry, tbat tbe g:ood senseof 
tbe ag^e will scont tbis iosidious scbool ; and wbat may we 
not expect» ü Mr. Moore and Liord Strangford' apply tbefl^ 
selves to a cbaster muse ;— Tbey are bctb-men of uncom- 
mon powers. Yoa may remember tbe reign of Darvrin- 
ian poetry, and tbe fi>pperie8 of Pella Cnxsca. To tbese 
succeeded tlie scbool ofSimpUcUy, in wbicb Wordswortb, 
Southey, and Coleridge, a^ so deservedly em^inent. 1 
think tbat tbe new tribe of poets endeavoür to combioe 
these iwo opposite sects, and to unite ricfanesd of iaiH 
guage, and warmtb of colouring, with simplici^y aiid pa- 
thos. They bave certaiuly sQcceeded ; büt Moore unbap- 
pily wtsbed to be a Catollus. and irom bim bas spruog 
tbe licentiousness of tbe neir scbool. Moore's poems 
and bis traoslations will, I |hink, bare more inflnence od 
tbe female society of tbis kingdom, than tbe stage bas bad 
in its vjorst periody the reign of Cbailes II. Ladies are 
not asbamed of bayingtbe deieptable Mr. Little on tbeir 
toilette, wbicb is a pretty good proof tbat bis voluptnoixs- 
ness is consideted as'quite veiled by tbe sentimental garb 
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VI which it 18 clad. Bat voluptuoasDeBs is Bot tbe less 
dang^eroaa for havin^ some sli^ht semblaiice of tbe veil of 
modesty. Oo tbe contrary, ber fasciaatioos are iofioitely 
more poirerfal in (bis retiring babit, tbao wben ftbe bold- 
ly protrades berself on tbe gazer's eye, and openly söli- 
cits Jus attention. Tbebroad indeceocyDf Wicherly, and 
hia cotemporartes, was not half so dangej^us as this in-' 
MnuaÜng and hcUf-covered modb-delicacy, whicb makes 
iise of tbe blnsb of modesty in order to heigbtea tbe 
charmsofvice.

I have (be satisfaction 'Of informingf yon that, afler a 
week's scmtiny, 1 was deemed to be the first man. I 
had very litfle hopes of arri?ing at so distinguished a Sta- 
tion, on accoant of my manj checks and interraptions* 
n gave me gpreat preasnre to obserre bow all the men re- 
joiced io my success. It was on Monday that tbe cl^sses 
were published. I am a prize man both in the matbe- 
matical and logical, or general examination, and in Latin 
coroposition. 

Mr. Catton has expressed bis g^reat satisfaction at my 
progress ; and be has oirered4o supply me with a private 
tntor for tbe fonr months of the racation, free ofany ex- 
pense. This will cost the College twelve.or fifteen guin- 
eas at least. My la^t terin bill amounts onty to 41. 5s. 3d. 
after my exbibitiops are deducted. 

1 had engaged to take Charge of a few classical pupTls fbr 
a clergyman in Warwickshire, duringon« monlh of tbe 
racation, for which 1 was to receire, besides my board, &e. 
&o. ten guineas ; but Mr. Cattonsaystliisis a piece of 
extreme folly, asit will consume tixne, and do me no 
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STOod. He told me, tberefore, positively, that be would 
not g^ire me an exeaty without which qo mao can leare bis 
coUege foT the nig^ht. 

I caanot, therefore, at^allerents, visit Nottingham with 
mj aunt, nor me^et her tbere. 

1 could novr, if I chase, leare St. Jöhn's CoUeg^e, aod go 
to another, with great ec/o/, büt it would be an u6adWsa- 
ble Step. 1 believe, however, it will be impossible for them 
to elect me fellow at St. Jobn's, as my countj h under 
particulär restrictions. 'They can gire me a feilowship of 
«maller Taltie, but I had rather getont at another College : 
at all events-, the smailer isölleges witi be glad to elect me 
from St. JoJ&n's.

MT DE AR MOTHER, 

l'HAVE scarcely Cime to write you a long Ietter;*but 
the pleasing nature ofmy iptelligence will, 1 hope, make 
up for its sbortness. 

After a week's examinatlon, 1 am decided to be the first 
man pf my year at St ^ohn'^Sj anboaourlhad soarcely 
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boped for, since my reading has been so Tei^ broken atkl 
intemipted. The coDtest was very sti^, and the men all 
acqnitted tbemselves very well. We had tbirteea men 
in ihe^fs^ clcusy tbougb there are seldommore tban aix 
or eight who attain that rank in common. 

I have learned also, that 1 am a.ptize-man in classical 
composition, tbougb I do not yet know wbereabouts 1 
stand. It 18 reported that bere too I am first« 

Befbre it was known that I was the first man, Mr Cat- 
ton. cur College tutor, told rne that he was so saüsfle^ 
with themanner inwhicb 1 had passed tbrough tbe'exam« 
ination, tba^ if I chose to stay up during the snmmer, I 
sbonld haye a private tutor in the fnäthematics, and that it 
Bhonld'be no expense to me. I coüld not hesitate at such 
apropdsal, especially as he did npt limit the tirae for my 
keeprng the privaite tutor, but will probably continue it 
te long as M£ke. You may estimate the välue of tbis fac 
tottr, wben I teil you that a private tutor, for the whole 
tacatiön, will öost the coUege at least twelye or fourteen 
goineas, and that äunng term time they receive teo 
gnineas the tenn.

m DEAR FRIEND, 

I BAVE good and very bad news to cpmmunicate to 
you. Good, that Mr. Catton, has given me an exbibitioo, 
wbich makes me up a clear incöme of 63/. por aonutn, and 
tbat I am consequently more than independent ; bad» tbat 
1 bave been very il], notwithstanding regulär and atea^y. 
exercise. Last Saturday moriiing I rose early, and. got 
up some ratfaer abstruse problems^n inechanics for my 
lutor, spentao bour wUb bim, betireen eigbt and ninegot 
my breakfiißt, and read the Greek History ((^ breakfast^ 
tiÜ ten, then sat down to decyper some logaritbm tables. 
I tbink I bad notdone any tbing, a,t tkem, wben I lost 
myseir. At a quarter past deren my laundi'ess föuqd me 
bleeding in four different places in my face and bead, and 
insensible. I got up, and staggered about tbe room, and 
abe, being frigbtened, ran away, and told my Gyp to fetcb 
a surgeon. Beforebe came, i was sallying out with my 
flannel gown on» and n^y academical gown over it : he 
tnade me put on my coat» and then I went to Mr. Farish's : 
be opened a yein, and my recöllection returned : My owo 
idea was, that I bad fallen put of bed, and so I told Mr« 
Fartsb at first : but I aflerwards reroembered tbat I bäd 
been to Mr. Fiske, and breafifasted. 

Mr. Catton has insisted on my Consulting Sir Isaac Pen* 
DiDgton, and the consequence is tbat 1 am to go tbroogfa 
a course of blistering, 6^, whicb, after the bleeding, will 
ieaye me weak enough.

1 have a very füll and precise idea ; and I only pray tbat 

God will spare me as respects my facuUies, bowever eise 

it may seem gfockl to bim to afflict me. Were I my own 

master, J know how I should act ; bat I am tied bcre by 

bands which I canoot bursL 1 know that chang^e of place 

is necdful ; but I must not indulg^e in the idea. The col- 

leg^e must not pay my tutor for notbing. Dr. Penning^ton 

and Mr. Farish attribute the attack to a too continued 

tension of the facuUies. As I am mnch alone now, 1 ner« 

er. g^et quite ofitstudy, and l tbink incessantly. I know 

nature will not endure this. Thcy both prpposed my go^ 

ing- home, but Mr. ^ * did not hint at it, althongh much 

concerned ; änd, iode^^ I know home would be a bad 

place for mo in my present situat Jon. 1 look round for 

a resting place, and 1 find none. Yet tbere is one, 

which I have long too, too much disregarded, and thith« 

er I must now betake myself. Tliere are many situations 

worse than mine, and l have nA business to complaio. If 

these afflictiptis shouU draw-the bonds tighter whicb hold 

me to my Redeemer,it will be well. 

Ton may be assured that you bave here a piain State- 
ment of my case, in its f rue coloiirs, withont any pallia« 
tioQ. I am now well again, »nd bave only to fear a re-

1 ,8ay ^fcaJtkfuL preparation, becanse 1 fear I 
am apt to deceive mysetf with respecjt to my pretent pur- 
suits, and to thiok I am otAj labouring^ for tbe honour of 
Ood, when 1 am urging litecary labours to a degree iDcon- 
«istent w'\t\k duty, and my real tnterests. Mr. — *— is a 
good atid careful pastor ; my heart has seldom been so füll 
as when I bare accompanied bim to the Chambers of tho 
sick, or'häyeheard his afieoUonate addrcsses to the atten* 
live crowd, which fills his s^hool-röom on Sunday evening. 
•—He is so eamest, and yet so sober ; ao wise, and yet so 
simple ! Yoa, my dear R *, arä now very nearly ap- 

proaching tolhe sacred office^ and I sincerely pray ^at 
yoa may be stimnlaied tb ibUow after the paltern of our 
excellent friend. Yoa may haye Mr. «—«—'s zeal, bat you 
will need his learning and bis jiidgment to t^mper it. Re- 
member, that it is a work of mach mbce self-denial, for a 
man öf-actiye babits to sabmit to a coarse of patient study, 
than to sufl^r many privations for Christas sake. In the 
latter the heart is warmly interested ; the otber is the slow 
and unsatisfactory laboar of the bead, tedious in its pro>- 
gross, and uncertain in its <produce. . If et there is a pleas- 
ure, great and indescribable pleaisure, in sanctified study : 
the more wearisome tb^ toil, tlie sifeeter will it be to 
tbose who sitdown with a subdued and patient spirit, con- 
tent to undeiigo mach tedium and fatigue, for tbe honour 
of God's ministry. Reading, howeverdry, soon becomes 
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interestiiig, if ire pbniie it with a resolute spirit of ioves« 
tigationvsatf adeterminate purposeof thoraog^bly master- 
ing wbat we are about. Tiou. caUnot take up the roost 
tiresome book, on^he most tiresome subject, and read Ü 
with "üxed atteotioa for an hour, bat you feel a desire to 
go OD ; and here I vrould exbort yoo, whatever you read, 
read it accorately aod thorong^hly, and -never to pass over 
any thin^, hoveever miaute, irhich you do not quite com- 
prehend. This is the oofy. way to become really learned, 
and to make your studiessatisfactory and prodactive.

Read your G reek Testament witb tbe 
nicest accuracy, traciog-eTery wovd to it»'nx>t, andseek- 
iDg" out the füll force oC particular expressions». by refe^ 
ence bolh fo Parkhurst and Scapula. The derivation of 
words- will thron great light ipn 0|any parts of tbe Nev 
Testament: tbusaf we knpw that the word iUutpitpi a dea- 
con, coroes from ^t«* and xovm», to bpatle about in thedust, 
we sball hare a fu)1er notipn ofthe humility of those who 
held the office in the primitive churob. In reading the 
Old Testament, wfaerever you finde passage obscure, tum 
to the Septuagpiot, wbich will often clear up a place bet- 
ter than fifty commentetor«. Thus, in Jopl, the day of 
the Lord is calied, *^ a day frf gloomxnua^ 9 d<xy (f, dark- 
nessy and of chuds, like the motfimg tpread upon thi 
mouhtetV»," which is a contradiction. Looking at the Sep- 
tüagint, we find that the passage . 19 mispointed, aod tbat 
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lUe lattcr metaphor is applied to the people : ^ a peopie 
great and stroDg", like the morniog spread upon the moun- 
tains. " Tbe Septuag^iot ii, very easy. Greek, quite as mach 
8o as the Greek Testament; and a little practice of this 
hind will help yoa in yoür koowledge of the language, 
and make you a good crilic. .1 perceive your English 
style is very unpolished, and I think this a matter ofgreat 
moment, . I should recommend you to read, and im- 
ilate as nearly as you can, the seriouspapers in tbe eighth 
volume pf the Spectator,particu1arly tliose, on tbe Ubiqui- 
ty of the Deitj. Acpustom yourself to write down your 
thoughta, and to polish the styJe sometime after composi- 
tion, when you har^ forgotten the expression. Aim at 
conoiiieiiess, neatness, and clearness; neVer make use of 
Jme or mügur words. Avoid every epithel whicb does not 
add greatfy io the idea, for every addition of this kind, if 
it do not strengthon, weakensthe sentiment ; and \^ cau- 
tious never ta express by two words, wbat you qan do as 
i'vell by oüe : a muitiplicity of words only hides the sense, 
}ust as a supera bundance p{ clothes does the shape. Thus 
much for studies.
